Woman's (day ordeal after plunge off cliff 


Unable to climb back to street after 250-foot fall, m 


she scrounged for water, hoped for miracle rescue

BIG SUR » The cold, salty water 
rose over Angela Hernandez’s 
knees, jolting her back into 
consciousness. She touched her 
throbbing head, and her hands 
returned red with blood. 

She was awake, but where? 

Inside her vehicle, she looked 
through the windshield at a 
rising, gray Pacific Ocean. Min- 
utes, maybe hours earlier, the 
23-year-old had plummeted 


250 feet off a jagged Big Sur 
cliff, her crumpled white 2011 
Jeep Patriot landing wheels 
down on a rocky shoreline. 
“Everything kind of hap- 
pens fast here,” Hernandez re- 
counted in a Facebook post

Officials fear 
blaze near 
Yosemite 
will spread 


Drought, beetle infestation 
have killed trees, left terrain 
bone-dry; fire 2% contained

The terrain surrounding the 
deadly Ferguson fire near Yosemite 
National Park is a virtual tinderbox 
primed for disaster, experts say. 

On either side of the Merced River, 
south of California Highway 140, hill- 
sides are filled with trees that have 
been killed by five years of drought 
and a bark beetle infestation, accord- 
ing to state maps. The ground is car- 
peted with bone-dry pine needles. 

As crews battle to keep the 9,366- 
acre fire from spreading into these 
ready-to-burn hillsides, some worry 
that it could unleash the destruc- 
tive power of last year’s Detwiler 
fire, which burned for five months 
through dead forest and destroyed 
63 homes. 

“The dry needles help with ladder 
fuels and the burn upwards. When 
the needles fall, that puts fuel on the 
ground, pushing the fire through,” 
said Heather Williams, a spokes- 
woman for the California Depart- 
ment of Forestry and Fire Protection. 

The Detwiler fire started a few 
miles east of the current Ferguson 
fire. It’s the last major fire Williams 
could recall that ran through dead 
forests like the current blaze has the 
potential to do. That fire burned on 
the edge of Mariposa and in a swath 
of the Sierras hit hard by California’s 
sustained drought and huge bark 
beetle infestation. The fire burned 
hotter than crews had encountered 
in years and sent smoke as far north 
as Idaho, according to reports at the 
time. 

The Ferguson fire, which began 
Saturday, was 2 percent contained 
by Monday morning.

Dems outraise 
GOP in most 
key House races

In a sign of Democrats’ enthusi- 
asm over the chance to take back 
the House of Representatives, Dem- 
ocratic congressional candidates 
outraised Republicans in nearly 
all of California’s most competitive 
House races over the last fundrais- 
ing period. 

In some cases, Democrats raised 
three or four times more than their 
GOP opponents, new reports re- 
leased Sunday show. And with four 
months of campaigning to go un- 
til Election Day, the trend is show- 
ing up in targeted districts from the 
farm fields of the Central Valley to 
the suburbs of Orange County. 

“Anytime you outraise an incum- 
bent, that is noteworthy and it also 
draws further money — it’s like a 
magnet,” said David McCuan, a 
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mobile app for iPhone or Android. 
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
